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My  dear  Dr.  Jackson: 

I  have  been  anxious  to  confer  with  you  regarding  the  interests 
of  our  C.  E.  Societies  at  Sitka,  and  would  have  written  you  before  this, 
had  we  not  expected  to  see  you  in  the  office;  but  understand  your  rea¬ 
son  for  not  coming,  and  regret  that  you  have  been  detained  by  illness. 

The  Societies  of  C..E.  in  California  have  been  supporting,  for 
the  past  year,  our  nurse  at  Sitka,  Miss  Gibson.  In  return  for  this 
they. were  promised  three  letters  per  year  from  her,  as  we  promise  all 
our  societies  supporting  teachers.  I  had  no  kno?/ledge  of  Miss  Gib3on, 
further  than  she  had  been  an  earnest  worker  at  Tucson,  and  because  of 
the  attractiveness  of  the  Sitka  work,  and  particularly  that  of  tlie  hos¬ 
pital,  she  was  selected  as  their  missionary.  In  due  time  I  wrote, 
notifying  her  of  her  assignment  to  the  California  young  people,  and  re¬ 
questing  a  letter.  She  replied  that  she  could  not  write  the  letters, 
and  was  very  sorry  she  had  been  designated  as  their  missionary.  I  had 
to  write  her  several  times,  and  indeed  plainly,  before  she  would  send 
any  communication  whatever  to  the  societies,  and  when  she  finally  did 
write  one,  the  letter  was  so  unsatisfactory  that  I  had  to  rewrite  it, 

and  insert  clippings  from  other  Sitka  letters  and  reports.  i  have 


about  concluded  that  she  has  no  ability  as  a  letter  writer,  and  moreover 
will  not  exeft  herself  in  this  respect. 

It  is  apparent  that  we  must  make  a  change,  and  assign  another 
wokker  to  these  societies.  On  looking  over  the  list  I  find  that  Prof. 

Shull,  and  indeed  all  our  workers,  who  could  in  any  way  meet  the  re- 

over 

quir orients ,  have  been  assigned  elsewhere.  In  thinking  the  matter  it 
has  occurred  to  me  that  possibly  you  might  gain  Mrs.  Shephard's  consent 
to  apply  her  annual  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  hospital  instead  of 
Dr.  Wilbur's  salary,  thus  enabling  us  to  assign  him  in  place  of  Miss 
Gibson.  The  amount  of  his  salary  is  needed  for  the  support  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  Y/ork,  and  he  could  send  letters  to  Mrs.  Shephard,  keeping  her  in¬ 
formed  of  his  work  and  that  of  the  hospital.  While  his  salary  is  more 
than  double  that  of  Miss  Gibson,  I  believe  in  a  short  time  the  California 
societies  will  be  enabled  to  secure  the  full  amonnt  required,  §1,200. 
Being  a  Christian  Endeavorer  himself,  Dr.  Wilbur  is  in  full  sympathy 
with  all  young  people  in  their  work,  and  r/ill  be  able  to  increase  their 
interest  through  his  letters.  Besides  many  Californians  visit  Sitka, 
and  will  meet  him  and  learn  personally  of  his  work.  In  many  ways  he 
will  tend  to  indentify  these  societies  with  the  vrork  at  Sitka,,  as  Miss 
Gibson  cannot  possibly  do. 

I  beg  of  you  not  to  think  this  an  audacious  suggestion  on  my 
part,  but  I  have  been  so  troubled  in  trying  to  solve  this  perplexing 
question,  that  I  turn  to  you  for  help,  believing  that  you  may  consider 
this  a  feasible  plan.  You  appreciate  that  we  would  not  in  any  way  do 

anything  to  bring  about  a  change  which  will  lessen  Mrs.  Shephard's

interest  in  the  work  there,  and  if  it  is  done  yon  are  the  one  to  bring 
it  about. 

I  have  coveted  Dr.  Wilbur  for  the  young  people  ever  since  he 
has  been  in  the  work,  as  you  appreciate  that  we  must  have  the  most  at¬ 
tractive  missionaries  and  objects  for  the  young  people. 

I  will  be  glad  to  know  your  opinion  regarding  this  proposed 
change  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

Trusting  that  you  may  have  a  speedy  and  permanent  recovery, 
and  that  we  may  soon  greet  you  in  this  office,  I  am

My  dear  Dr.  Jackson 


Your  encouraging  letter  "brings  comfort  to  me.  We  are  not 


unmindful  of  Miss  Gibson's  efficiency  as  a  nurse  and  a  missionary  worker 
and  would  not  give  the  impression  that  we  do  not  value  her,  but  it  is 
very  evident  that  she  is  not  the  one  to  be  assigned  to  the  societies 
where  any  correspondence  is  entailed.  A  letter  from  Cal.  informs  me 
that  the  state  c.  E.  Convention  will  be  held  the  third  week  in  May. 

At  the  Presbyterian  Rally  held  in  connection  with  it  a  great  effort  wiE 
be  made  to  secure  enlarged  contributions  from  the  societies  in  behalf 
of  the  Sitka  work.  I  feel  the  importance  of  doing  all  we  possibly  can 
from  this  office  to  co-operate  with  our  secretaries  in  their  effort. 
Looking  to  this  end  it  is  my  desire  to  secure  a  letter  from  Dr.  Wilbur, 
together  with  his  photograph  and  have  it  printed  similar  to  the  one  frcm 
Mr.  Billman  which  I  enclose.

TERMS  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT. 


First.  You  are  required,  at  the  end  of  every  quarter  (three  months)  from  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  to 
forward  to  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  a  full  and  accurate  report  of  your  ministerial  labors  ;  noticing  in  detail 
the  various  departments  of  your  work,  and  the  encouragements  and  trials  connected  therewith,  together  with  any 
facts  or  suggestions  that  may  be  of  service  to  the  Board,  or  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church. 

Second.  On  the  reception  of  your  quarterly  report,  for  which  blanks  will  be  furnished  you,  the  amount  of 
compensation,  for  the  quarter,  as  determined  by  this  Agreement,  shall  be  regarded  as  due  ;  and  as  soon  after¬ 
wards  as  the  funds  will  warrant,  a  check  for  the  same  will  be  forwarded  to  your  order  by  the  Treasurer  :  it 
being  understood  that  the  payment  for  the  last  quarter  will  be  withheld  until  the  annual  contribution  required  by 
the  “  Rules  for  Congregations  ”  (Art.  IV.)  has  been  reported  to  the  Board. 

Third.  You  are  expected  to  forward  to  the  Secretaries,  in  time  to  reach  them  by  the  first  of  April,  an  annual 
statistical  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  that  date,  or  such  portion  of  that  year  as  has  been  spent  in  the 
service  of  the  Board,  for  which  a  blank  form  will  be  furnished  in  due  season,  exhibiting  : —

fff  The  above  questions  are  for  your  use  in  making  out  your  AN  NU AL  STATISTICAL  REPORT  in  case  the 
Annual  Blank  should  fail  to  reach  you  by  March  25th,  and  have  NO  reference  to  your  quarterly  reports. 

Fourth.  All  contributions  made  by  the  people  of  your  charge  to  the  Treasury  of  this  Board  you  will  please 
retain,  and  acknowledge  the  same  in  your  quarterly  report  ONLY,  and  request  us  to  deduct  the  amount  from  your 
quarterly  payment,  when  credit  will  be  given  to  the  congregation  contributing  the  same,  and  the  amount  will  be 
deducted  from  your  quarterly  payment.  Credit,  however,  will  not  be  given  until  the  quarterage  is  paid.  This  is 
safer  than  to  transmit  the  money  by  mail. 


Fifth.  This  Agreement  is  for  the  entire  field  named,  and  a  failure  to  preach  regularly  at  any  of  the  places 
included  in  it,  or  the  exchanging  of  one  of  these  fields  for  another  not  herein  mentioned,  renders  void  the  Agree¬ 
ment,  and  requires  a  subsequent  arrangement  between  the  Board  and  Presbytery  before  payment  can  be  made  by 
the  Treasurer.

I. — RULES  for  MISSIONARIES 

I.  The  grand  aim  of  the  Missionary  should  be  to  build 
up  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  by  constant  and  prayerful  labor 
for  the  conversion  of  the  unregenerate,  the  edification  of 
Christians,  and  the  training  of  the  children. 

II.  The  Missionary  must  be  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
tery  to  which  the  church  or  churches  under  his  ministry 
belong,  and  he  is  expected  to  reside  within  the  bounds 
of  his  field  of  labor. 

III.  As  soon  as  it  is  necessary,  the  Missionary,  after 
obtaining  authority  from  the  Presbytery,  will  organize  a 
church  in  every  suitable  locality  where  there  is  not  one 
already,  and  will  see  that  it  is  placed  at  once  under  the 
watch  and  care  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  it  naturally 
belongs.  He  is  urged  to  avoid  interfering  improperly 
with  existing  organizations,  or  multiplying  churches  from 
mere  sectarian  considerations. 


of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

IY.  As  soon  as  possible,  the  Missionary  will  endeavor 
to  secure  for  each  congregation  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
house  of  worship  where  one  does  not  exist. 

Y.  He  is  expected  to  organize  a  Sabbath-school 
wherever  it  is  needed,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  see  that 
it  is  supplied  with  teachers  and  spiritually  cared  for. 

YI.  He  is  to  cultivate  the  spirit  of  benevolence  in  his 
people  by  inducing  them  to  contribute  to  all  the  objects 
recommended  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  the  Lord  hath 
prospered  them. 

YII.  Every  congregation  receiving  aid  from  the 
Board  is  required  to  take  up  an  annual  collection  for 
the  same. 

YI1I.  Under  NO  circumstances  are  Missionaries 
authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer. 


II— RULES  for  CONGREGATIONS  applying  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 


I.  Every  organization  should  endeavor,  by  effort 
within  itself,  or  by  union  with  one  or  more  neighboring 
congregations,  to  support  itself  before  seeking  aid  ;  and 
when  aid  is  needed,  the  smallest  sum  should  be  asked  that 
will  meet  the  case. 

II.  The  following  particulars  should  be  included  in 
the  application,  viz.: 

1.  The  Name  and  the  Post  Office  Address  of  the 
congregation,  and  of  the  Minister  to  be  commissioned, 
with  a  statement  as  to  whether  he  is  engaged  in  any  other 
calling  than  that  of  the  Ministry. 

2.  The  number  of  communicants,  and  the  average 
attendance  on  public  worship. 

3.  The  denomination  and  the  size  of  the  congregations 
immediately  contiguous,  with  the  distance  to  their  places 
of  worship. 

4.  The  state  of  business  in  the  community,  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  condition  of  the  people,  the  total  population  of 
the  place,  and  whether  it  is  increasing,  stationary  or 
diminishing. 

5.  The  total  amount  of  Salary  which  the  applicants 
propose  to  make  up,  and  the  portion  of  salary  which  they 
pledge  ;  the  arrangements  made  for  securing  it ;  whether 
they  have  a  parsonage,  and  if  not,  what  is  the  probable 
rent  of  a  suitable  residence  for  the  Missionary  ;  whether 
aid  is  expected  from  any  other  source,  and  the  least 
amount  that  will  suffice  from  the  Board. 

6.  The  date  from  which,  and  the  length  of  time  for 
which,  aid  is  desired. 

7.  The  Presbyterial  relations  of  the  congregation  and 
their  proposed  Minister  (none  can  be  aided  by  the  Board 
who  are  not  in  connection  with  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church). 


8.  The  application  should  be  signed  by  the  elders,  the 
deacons,  and  the  trustees  of  the  congregation,  so  far  as  it 
has  such  officers. 

9.  The  application,  by  special  direction  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly,  is  in  all  cases  to  be  approved  and  forwarded  by  the 
Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs,  or  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Presbytery  on  Home  Missions,  and  the 
recommendation  of  Missionaries  and  the  amounts  asked 
for  them  from  the  Board  must  be  determined  by  ballot. 

10.  Applications  are  to  be  renewedbtioxe.  a  new  appoint¬ 
ment  can  be  made.  Renewals  should  fill  all  the  above 
requirements,  as  facts  contained  in  former  applications 
cannot  be  utilized.  With  the  new  application  a  Certifi¬ 
cate  of  the  Minister  is  to  be  furnished,  showing  that  the 
congregation  has  fulfilled  its  former  pledge  for  his  support. 

III.  Congregations  should  become  self-supporting  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  aid  should  not  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  more  than  five  years,  except  for  special  reasons 
satisfactory  to  the  Presbytery  and  the  Board. 

IY.  Each  congregation  is  aided  on  condition  of  its 
taking  up  a  collection  for  the  Board  during  the  year  for 
which  aid  is  received. 

Y.  Applications  should  be  forwarded  promptly,  as  the 
Board,  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  will  not  antedate 
an  agreement  longer  than  two  months  from  the  time 
of  the  reception  of  the  application  at  the  Mission 
Rooms. 

YI.  All  applications  for  the  renewal  of  aid  shall  certify 
that  the  Minister  is  a  Pastor,  or  give  reasons  satisfactory 
to  the  Presbytery  why  the  pastoral  relation  has  not  been 
formed.

If  it  wore  not  so,  I  would 
be  very  glad  to  c  n tribute  toward  the  work.  I  am  glad  to  feel  that  I 
was  one  o:  trie  pioneers  in  the  reindeer  industry,  and  hope  that  you.  may 
find  it  advantageous  to  establish • one  of  your  stations  on  St.  Lawrence 
Island.  It  seems  to  me  that  no  place  could  be  more  suitable  than  this 

i 

Island,  for  the  reason  that  d°5~  are  hardly  a. necessity  there .  and  this 
would  make  the  work  of  the  herders  less  expensive.  Besides  this,  it 
would  remove  some  of  the  loneliness  from  the  lives  of  some  of  the  his- 
sionnries  there  to  hove  such  a  station.
